FRANCE IN PERIL. 


The Belief Gaining Ground 
That the Republic Is 
Doomed. 


Paris Anxiously Awaiting the 
Turn of Events in To- 
Day’s Demonstration. 


The Policy of Force, Which Ger- 
many Proposes to Pursue 
in Zanzibar.

This deputy ad- 
dressed some sarcastio remarks to the Premier 
about the wish being father to the thought, 
when he started the canard that the Boulang- 
ist leaders and the General himself were to be 
placed in Melun Prison. The Premier an- 
swered very gravely: ‘‘These gentiemen are 
not so wide ofjthe mark as you think. 
Conscious that they have long aince given up 
lawful means of political agitation for illegal 
conspiracy against the republic they started 
the canardasabalian dessai. Now, Ido not 
mind showing my hand in the least on the 
first occasion that they wilfully disturb the 
public peace. No matter under what patriotic 
plan, whether placing flowers on Bandin’s 
tomb or otherwise, they will be arrested to 
keep them out of harm’s way and permit 
them to procure an alibi should the appre- 
hended rioting take place to-morrow.’’

1 rOLICY OF FORCE. 


That Which England Agrees to Assist Ger- 
many in Pursuing in Zanzibar. 
Fpectal Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, December 1.—The recent lecture in 
Berlin by Maj. Liebert of the general staff of 
the Prussian army reapecting the German 
policy tu Zanzibar, a verbatim report of 
which has now been printed in nearly ali the 
leading English papers, confirms the mis- 
givings which were aroused by the news that 
Lord Salisbury had agreed toapolicy of co- 
operation. The policy, according te Maj. 
Liebert, who is undoubtedly in a position to 
know whereof he speaks, is as follows: 

In the first place, satisfaction forthe mur- 
der of German subjects and the destruction of 
German property, was to be obtained, and 
the punishment of the delinquents to be 
secured. To compass these ends reprisals 
are to be executed on the rebell lous“ in- 
habitants. The compensation is to be ex- 
torted, not from the inhabitants, but from the 
Suitan of Zanzibar, and in the event of re- 
tusal an adequate amount of customs is to be 
appropriated, Thie done, a force is to be en- 
listed in India forthe reconquest of the so- 
called German territory. ; 

In the second place, measures are to be de- 
vised for the suppression of the slave trade. 

No doubt Maj. Liebert’sa views are not ex 
pressed in the German communications to 
Lord Salisbury, which were publisbed the 
other day. But the Germans have never, 
since they have had a colonial policy, dis- 
Slosed their intentions. Tney asked for Eu- 
lieh assistance to a person whom they de- 
scribed as a mere scientific explorer, at a 
time when that person had in his pocket in- 
struction to make haste to annex the Cam- 
eroons before the English officer who was 
known to be on his way to that 
place could arrive. Moreover the Germans 
have invariably :epulsed the policy of human- 
ity which England has sometimes pursued; 
and the German Government refused at the 
Cougo Conference to agree to an artzele pro- 
hibiting the impSrtation of fire arms and 
Spirits into tropical Africa. 

The object appears to be to force the Sultan 
of Zavzibar into an attitude that will give the 
German Admiral an excuse for hoatilities 
which may end in the Germans being un- 
foPtunately andto their great regret compelled 
to annex the Islands. 


COREA'S TROUBLES. 


The Fruits of Intrigue—Why She Pays Trib- 
ute te China.

COREA'S PECULIAR LOCATION. 

The case of Corea is of thie character. That 
country is closetothe Capital ot China. Its 
harbors command the Yellow Sea and the 
coasts of .China, and therefore the peninsula 
possesses aspecial value inthe eyes of the 
Chinese Government. When the Powers fret 
came to make treaties with Corea, the very 
loose and unsettled relation of Oninese 
suzerainty was shown by the fact that 
she disclaimed all responsibility for the do- 
ings of Corea, though at the same time she 
tried to get a clause aeknowledging her 
suzerainty placed in the Gret treaty. This, 
however, was stricken out by the American 
Senate, as amounting to a declaration Dy ape 
of the other parties to the treaty anc an ao- 
knowledgement by the other that the former, 
though making a treaty, really had no power 
to make treaties. Corea, therefore, made her 
treaties with Western nations on an inde- 
pendent footing and tm all Corean treaties 
China is sedulously excluded because she re- 
fused to demand that the Corean treaties 
be made with her consent, with the necessary 
eoraliary that abe would make herself answer- 
able to foreign nations for the conduct of the 
Coreans. The policy which produced this 
state of things was that of Li Rung Chang. 
who ia a persistent walter upon events. 

CHINA REALIZES HER BLUNDER. 

The insurrection in 1882, the attack on the 
Japanese legation and the murder of a num 
ber of Japanese gubjects, led China to fear 
that the threatened Japanese expedition 
would result in permanent Japanese occupa- 
tion of a part of Corea. It then began to dawn 
on China that she had made a huge mistake in 
allowing Corea to assume to foreign nations 
the attitude of an independent power. Acoord - 
ingly China began endeavors to regain her 
predominance over the King of Corea and his 
Ministers. Another outbreak against the 
Japanese decided China to dispateh a large 
force at once to put down disorder. The 
rapidity with which this expedition was sent 
was marvelous. The disturbances were sup- 
preseed, and the Chinese encamped outside 
the Corean eapital, and remaiped there a few 
years, overawing the Government and 
strengthening the bands of the CHinese resi- 
deat Guen, who virtually rules thé country. 

Any change in the position of Corea towards 
foreign powers must always be a matter of 
serious concern to Japan, whose interests in 
the matter are almost as great as those of 
Chipa. There are reasons to believe that if 
China employs force respecting the dispute 
over Mr. Denny, in order to preserve her hold 
on Corea, Japan will object and serious dim. 
culties will enaue between those powers, pos- 
sibly resulting in a Russian protectorate over 
Corea, an attempt te assume which will com- 
pe England to show her hand.

It ig now asserted 
that Davis’ family has raised the funds neces- 
sary to meet his obligations and prevent legal 
procedure. 

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons to-day the Com- 
mittee on Supply requested a yote for the 
maintenance of missiong and embassies 
abroad. 

Mr. John Morley moved a nominal reduction 
of the sum asked ig order to raise a digcussion 
of the matter of sending British troops to 
Suakim. He denounced the policy of the Gov- 
erment which involved the shedding of blood 
aud wasting of treasure, resulting in good 
to one, Sir James Forgusson, Under 
Foreign Secretary, replied that at present the 
Government was not responsible for wasting 
blood and treasure in the Soudan. Advice 
had been sent to the Egyptian Government to 
maintain a purely defensive policy with as 
small a force as possible, devoting all the 
funds pessible to internal developments. The 
defensive policy did pot, however, imply the 
surrender of Suakim, which would leave the 
country overrun by Arabs and also mean the 
abandonment of the only station from which 
ships could operate on the Red Sea coast to 
the end of the suppression of the slave trade. 
It was the policy of the Government, he said, 
to encourage commerce in Central and Kast- 
ern Africa. Mr. Morley’s motion was rejected 
by a vote of 136 to 101. 


THE LAND PURCHASE ACT. 

Interest in Parliamentary proceedings 
droops as the holidays approach. The passage 
of the land purchase act has left the House 
without atopic. It was thought the police- 
men’s attack on Mr. Sheehy, within the pre- 
cincts of St. Stephen’s wouldjerouse interest ia 
the debates, but the House was so ready to 
acknowledge that Mr. Sheehy had been im- 
treated thatthe wrath was taken out of the 
debate, and the Irish estimates will probably 
be postponed until after Christmas. The 
rapidity with whieh the land act was whirled 
through in spite of Mr. Gladstone’s amend- 
ment and later opposition of the Irish members 
ie accounted for by the fact that the Liberals 
could not oppose with all their strength an act 
so beneficial as that of Lord Ashbourne, fand 
when it came to mo determined resistance 
from the Irish members, the Government 
simply applied tbe frresistible power it has 
in the rules of proeedure and pushed the 
measure through as soon as it found further 
debate useless and troublesome.

Lenieney 
in such a palpable case of guilt under the act 
is a scandal and a disgrace, and they demand 
an explanation.

EMPEROR FREDERICK’S DAIRY. 


Dy. Geflicken’s Trial Dragging Slowly—A 
Jurist’s Opinion. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-D 

BERLIN, December 1.—The trial of Dr. Gef- 
ficken, if it makes no progress, in fact—for 
the German Government is apparently in no 
hurry to decide the fate of the unfortunate 
publicist—has at least had the effect of excit- 
ing a large portion ofthe German public. A 
pamphbiet published at Hanover by the well- 
known book-seller, Mierzinsky, and purport- 
ing to be from the pen of a German judge, ex- 
pounds at great length the law 
applicable to the case, the na- 
ture of the proceedinge and the political 
results which may in any case be expected 
from the trial. It seems that it will be neces- 
sary to prove not only that the publication of 
Frederick’s diary constituted a publication of 
state secrets, and that such publication was 
and is injurious to the welfare of the German 
State, but also that Dr. Gefficken was fully 
aware that the publication would be 80 in- 
jurious. Furthermore it appears from 
this pamphlet that the ordinary method 
of proof in such cases would 
if adopted lead to the summoning of Prince 
Bismarck as an expert to prove by his state- 
ment on oath, the danger to the State result 
ing from the publication. It is beileved in 
German conservative circles that the writer 
really intends to convey an attack upon 
Prince Bismarck and that the form given to 
the pamphiet is due to an attempt to avoid 
persecution for libel or treason, or some other 
of the various offenses of which all the Chan- 
cellor’s enemies are guilty. 


SEVERE GALE AT SEA. 


The Steamer Etruria Encounters the Most 
Severe Gale of the Season. 

Spectal Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

_ Lonpon, December 1.—The Etruria arrived 
at Queenstown to-night, twenty-four hours 
behind time and showing the effects ef the 
most terrific gale she ever weathered. It be- 
gan two days after leaving New York and 
lasted nine hours, during which the ship was 
under water most of the time. The 
waves broke over the decks, sweeping 
everything before them and the passengers 
were afraid of going to the bottom. One ofthe 
huge Dillows caught ten seamen and dashed 
them agalnst the bulwarks, injuring six so 
badly that they had to be attended to by the 
surgeon and put in berths. Their escape 
from going overboard was almost nmiiraculous. 
One cabin passenger, Whose name could not 
be learned, was knocked senseless, and had 
to have ten stitches putin his head. Consul 
Waller rolled down the cabin stairs, but was 
not hurt.

For a year or two 
he was at work in the War Department and 
during that interim one of President Hayes’ 
messages was given to the press in advance, 
though the leak was never traced to the print- 
ing office. 

Under the administration of Public Printer 
Rounds a great hullabaioo was made every 
time the message was received. Mr. Rounds 
used to goto the White House, accompanied 
by his chief clerk, and with his hands on his 
heart would assure the President that never, 
no never, would be allow a word of 
the message to reach the news- 
papers. Then he would hurry 
back to the office and collect forty or fifty 
printers in a tight room and after putting up a 
big sign on the door, Don't come in, we are 
setting the President's message, would take 
of his coat and get up a stick 
full of type himself. As -@ result 
of all this commotion every reporter and cor- 
respondent inthecity gathered around the 
room like fleas around a sugar-bowl, and it 
was a miracle the messages were not prema- 
turely published. 

HOW IT 18 PRINTED NOW.

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THE SAMOAN TROUBLES. 


Report of Commander Leary to the Navy 
Department at Washington. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu 

Wasnuinoton, D. C., December 1.—The 
Navy Department to-day received a report 
from Commander Leary of the United States 
steamer Adams, at present stationed at Apia, 
Samoan Islands, on the status of the troubles 
in those isiands, which bears out fully 
the special dispatch sent to the Post- 
Disrarc from San Franeisco upon the arrival 
there of the Mariposa, a week since. The re- 
port indicates that while no immediate dan- 
ker threatens the lives of the foreign resi- 
dents in Apia, the hostile attitude of the Ger- 
man Consul end of the commander of the Ger- 
man cruiser Adler, now lying off Apia, 
may at any moment precipitate an attack 
upon the Europeans by the savages under one 
or the other of the native chiefs. Atthe Navy 
Department it is sald that Commander Leary 
will not hesitate to use his guns in case the 

resence on shore of armed marines is not 
sufficient to protect the lives and property of 
American residents.

Public Debt Statement. 


Wasuincron, D. C., December 1.—The 
public debt statement issued from the Treas- 
ury Department shows an increase in the 
debt during November amounting to 


$11,199,817. Treasury disbursements bave 
been un usually large during No- 
vember, the ension paywents alone 
amounting to $21,675,000, against but $4,250,000 
in October, while receipts from all sources 
tell off $2,500,000 as compared with reeeipts of 
the month previous. The net or surplus cash 
in the Treasury to-day is $52,234,610, against 
$74,491,969 on November 1. The interest 
bearing debt has been reduced $11,000,000 dur- 
ing the month and now aggregates $047, 068. 
22. The gold fund balance has increased 
about $8,000,000 during the past month and 
now gregates 3199, 339, 133, and the silver 
und alance has decreased ab ut five 
nd a halt millions, and to-day amounts to 
$19,113,005. National bank depositories to-day 
bold $51,925,018 of Government funds or 22, 
500,000 less than on Novemberl.

Comptroller Trenholm’s Report, 


WaAsuinotTon, D. C., December 1.— The 
annual report of H. Trenholm, Comptroller 
of the Currency, contains a summary of the 
state and condition of the nations! banks dur- 


ing the year. The number reporting on Octo- 
ber 4 was 3,140, of which the capital stock 
exceeded $592,000,000; surplus fund, 188, 
000,000; other undivided profits, $50,000,000; 
and the outstanding circulation against bonds 
$151,702,000. The individual deposits amoun 
to $1,350,000,000, and government deposits to 
$66,000,000; the total number of new national 
banks organized during the year was 122; 
forty-two banks went out of the sys- 
tem during the year, of which 
thirty-four went into voluntary liquida- 
tion and eight failed; making a net increase 
of 9 banks.

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The official returns of the election in 
Missouri tell the Democrats in very plain 
language that their majority on joint bal- 
lot in the General Assembly has been re- 
duced already to a dangerously slim 
figure, and is threatened with total oblit- 
eration if the shrinkage continues until 
1890, 

In that year will be chosen the Legis- 
lature that will elect Senator VEsT’s ruc- 
cessor, and the true friends of the Missouri 
Democracy should begin now to point out 
the danger that the successor will be a 
Republican or Fusionist, unless the Demo- 
crats are that year united on some man 
who does not run behind his ticket and is 
everywhere as strong as his party, or 
stronger. 

Of the 114 counties in the State the 
Democrats carried 78 for CLEVELAND this 
year and the Republicans 41 for HARRISON. 
But the Democrats carried only 68 for 
Francis for Governor, and fhe Repub- 
licans carried 46 for KIMBALL. Besides 
the five counties that went Democratic for 
President and Republican for Governor, 
there were eight more counties 
carried for CLEVELAND, in which 
the combined opposition vote was 
greater than the Democratic vote. 
Taking these counties from the number 
carried by Francis and adding them to 
the number carried by Krwpatt, the 
count would stand 60 Democratic to 54 
Opposition counties. And this would 
leave a dozen more counties Democratic 
by so small a majority that a live opposi- 
tion would have a good chance in all of 
them and almost a sure thing on a 
majority of them if there were division 
or apathy in the Democratic ranks. 

After electing a Governor this year by a 
vote 6,864 less than the combined Opposi- 
tion vote, the Democrats must be blind 
if they cannot see what a weak candidate 
or division in their ranks is likely to do 
for thém in the election of the General 
Assembly in 189 Not only the small 
majority they gave CLEVELAND, but their 
reduced plurality in this State also is 
derived from the few old counties in 
which the Democratic vote is massed 
most heavily. The Democratic loss of 
twelve in the House and on joint 
ballot this year, consisted of one 
each in the three Democratic counties 
of Clark, Knox and Montgomery, and 
nine in the hitherto Democratic city of St. 
Louis. The 23,000 Opposition votes which 
were not cast for the Republicans this 
year would, if captured by the Repub- 
licans in 1890, give them the Legislature 
and one United States Senator from Mis- 
souri. And besides all this the returns 
show an increase of 16.4 per cent for the 
Republicans and only 11 per cent for the 
Democrats in the vote for President. 

Such is the political situation now con- 
fronting the Democracy and the Demo- 
cratic Legislature of Missouri.

The necessity for a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the Democratic partyin this city 
must be obvious to everybody familiar 
with the situation.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
We feel called upon, in vindication of com- 
mon justice and decency, to reply through 


your columns, to an article which anpeared 
in Thursday’s Republic, entitled Seventh 
Ward Saloons. It is replete with gross mis- 
statements of facts, and filled with the spirit 
of malice. It ie a combination of ignorance 
and violence so strange that it can bardly be 
explained on any other hypothesis, than that 
of the lunacy of the writer. The impression 
conveyed would be that this portion of the 
city isfthe breeding ground of crimiggis. 
That the great mass of ite inbabitants miivht 
rival those of White Chapel in their degrada- 
tion. That the men spend not only their 
nights, but their days in grog shops, with 
an occasional variation of their amusement 
by a drunken carvuse with the loose women 
who are supposed to infest the district. 

This is the general purport of the article, 
and no more flagrant faisehood could be 


uttered. 

It’s publication in a pretended Metropolitan 
journal is a shamefully reckless dieregard, of 
that fairness which characterizes respectable 

ournalism. The statements concerning the 

uth St. Louis gang, refer to a state of 
things which existed some fifteen years past, 
in a neighborhood about half a mile from the 
northern boundary of this ward. 

The crowd which then made trouble was 
known, not asthe South St. Louis gang, but 
as the Duncan Island Band, and was confined 
to the Levee. It was tofthe slums which 
infest the river line of ali great cities. Charles 
Sanders, who murdered Officer Prince, was 
one of this band, but like his comrades, never 
was a resident of this ward. 

As to the vague statements of chippies, 
toughs, doing up cops, and such like, it is 
only necessary to referto the police records 
to find that this ward is singularly free from 
serious crime and will compare favorably with 
any other in respect of petty offences. The 
saloon map of the ward which illustrates the 
article, is largely a product of the imagina- 
tion. One doctor’s office, three apothecaries 
and three private resiaences are down as 
saloons. 

But the saloons, which actually exist, with 
very few exceptions restricted mostiy to the 
foot of the ward, are decently conducted. 

Even the worst are not resorts for criminais, 
shaded by the police, as stated. For the most 
— they are frequented, in an orderly way, 

y peaceable German citizens, who mind their 
own business. 

Oomparatively little whisky is consumed, 
and there is nothing to justify the general de- 
nunciation ofthe ward as a nest of low sa- 
loons and grog shops. 

By all who are in the ieast acquainted with 
its social condition, the Republic article will 
be regarded simply as an exnibition of superb 
ignorance or wilful lying or both. 

What were the motives is a mystery, but the 
fact that the ward by an overwhelming Re- 
are ority contributed to the smash- 
ng defeat of the loca] party, represented by 
Editor Jones, may account for bis remarkable 
outbreak of moral hydrophobia. 

It is certainly strange that the spasm should

He is even more brisk and cheerful in manner 
than at any time since he was elected Presi- 
dent—in fact, than at any time since he 
left Buffalo to be inanguarted Governor 
of New York. It would indicate him as being 
entirely sincere in saying that he looks for- 
ward to a return ‘to private life with absolute 
pleasure. 

In that authorized interview with a Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent, printed in Septem- 
ber, 1887, he said: it seems to be the 
untversal belief that a President must desire 
a renomination. I can not understand 
how any man who has served a term asa 
President could have a personal ambition in 
serving a second term, with all its solemn re- 
sponsibility, its harassing duties and its con- 
stant and grievous exactions upou his mental 
and physical strength. His consent, it seems to 
me, to accept a second term should rest only 
upon his sense of a solemn obligation as a citi- 


zen and an appreciation of his duty when 


called upon to bear his particular part 
of the burden ot citizenship. Thus 
the office can have, at least 
it can have for me, no persona! allurement. If 
my administration during my term should be 
useful to the people, should respond to the 
wishes and expectations of those who elected 
me, should justify the reason for substituting 
in control of the Government the 
party which 1 represent for that 
which had administered e affairs 
of the people for a quarter of a century, my 
satiefacticn would be complete. I hope my 
present term may be conciaded with profit to 
my country and with as few mistakes on my 
own part as are incident to fallible human 
nature. 
A LIFE OF LABOR. 

Afterwards the President again gaid: It 
nas happened that my life has been a labor - 
ious one always, with practically no recrea- 
tion. Iam now 5l years old. When my pro- 
fessional labors secured me something of 
a competency and the right and op- 
portunity for leisure 1 was called 
upon to perform public duties much more 
arduous than any which had pertained to my 


private life. As you know, the duties at Al-

The appeal further declared that 
the aleuts are American citizens who 
are full entitled to all of the 
rights and privileges of such, but that the sys- 
tem which now prevails in Alaska, makes 
them slaves, with no hope of relief from even 
the agents of the Government sent to protect 
their interests.

It says that no aleuts can leave the 

islands, and that consequently they 


have no avenue ot their

crime and cohabitation are in mad revelry. 
The appeai contains many other facts re- 
garding the sociai and religious condition of 
natives and how an unjust favoritism is 
practiced in the annual ‘‘divide.’’ Those na- 
tives who have yielded to the will of the 
company’s ts, and brought 
their wives and daughters to 
them are rewarded, by being placed 
in the higher class, while those who have 
antagonized them are reduced in class and 
de ed of their just dues. As the company 
has entire control of th feature and as they 
furnish all supplies to the natives, it is easily 
seen how arbitrary and oppressive they can 

be, and the poor have no possible recourse. 
The appeal is written very closely on three 
pages of foolscap, and has a long list of 
queer native names attached thereto. Some 
of them are signed by the natives, but 

the majority are signed with a cross.

objectionable ntisances that retard the prog- 
ress and best development of neighborhoods 
and thoroughfares is also due to the constant 
vigus of the association, which was ever ready 
to oppose them with a force that never 
yielded when one the aggressive was as- 
sumed. All this was accomplished, too, 
with very little money, and that 
little was freely obtained by voluntary con-

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other evidences of a lack of interest. It has 
accomplished an immense amount of good, 
nevertheless, by virtue of the very valuable 
services of ite efficient Secre , upon whom 
most ofthe duties devolve. n fact, Theo- 
phile Papin, the father of these associations, 
maintains that the Secret is the vital man 
in their organization, and that but little good 
can be accomplished unless he is willing to 
devote time and attention to the work. 

No class of citizens have been more im- 
pressed with the results following a concerted 
action of property owners to benefit their real 
estate interests than those who have invested 
in Forest Park boulevard lots.

Both reasons are now 
opposed to the continuation of the kindergar- 
tens. The impression has gone abroad that 
they are useless, and the board realizes that 
it has only a ‘‘plentifal lack“ of funds. The 


kindergartens therefore are selected as that 
branch of training which the schools can best 
afford to lose, in fact there are many who 
firmly believe the schools would be better off 
if there was no kindergarten. President Jud- 
bon takes that view in his report and there are 
do many who agree with bim that the cloud 
overhanging err Froebel’s system has 
grown very dark. This will probably be the 
last year of the method in connection with 
the public schools and if they do not cease to 
exist altogether itis almost certain that after 
the close of the present year they will be 
supported by private means and not by a pub- 
lic tax. 
THE KINDERGARTENS 

were established in St. Louis some fifteen 
years ago by Miss Susie Blow, who brought 
the system from Germany. This was the first 
city to make them a part of the public school 
training and they were introduced on proba- 
tion. While it was a novelty, the kindergarten 
tlourished and found money and ardent sup- 
porters; but a crisis came. Miss Blow had 
drilled herself thoroughly in the theory of the 
work and was probably as well acquainted 
with the methods as Froebel, the originator, 
was himself. It was through her efforts that 
the kindergartens were incorporated 
into the school work of the city 
and they were exceedingly popular 
then. Kvery department worked harmoni- 
ousivy and the = grew with remarkable 
rapidity. Mies Fisher was appointed super- 
Visor and Misys Mary C. McCulloch assistant 
supervisor, and after these appointments 
were made the first break occurred. Abouta 
year after they took their positions the board 
concluded that one supervisor was suffi- 
cient. The idea was that the work was not too 
2 for one, and a salary migut be saved. 
Miss Blow, of course, received no pve — 
tion for ber services, but the two assistants 
were paid. When the question of who should 
remain was discussed it became apparent that 
Miss McCulloch was more popular witb the 
board. Miss Blow wanted Miss Fisher retained 
as at that time she had given more attention to 
the work than Miss McCulloch. When the 
question was put to a vote the board elected 
Miss McCulloch, and Mise Biow resigned. 
Miss Fisher was offered a position as normal 
(kindergarten) instructor, but as it was subor- 
dinate she declined it and went to boston. 
By that election factions were created, and 
ever since then there have Veen in the kin- 
dergartens the followers of Miss Blow and the 
followers of Mies McCulloch. 

With such a condition there has been a lack 
ofthat harmony of action which is necessary 
to the suecess of such an undertaking and 
not only the kindergartens but the reputation 
of the system has suffered, noton account of

kindergartens have persisted in keeping alive 
their prejudices, though the occasion which 
gave birth tothem had long since ceased to 
exist. This has been one serious obstacle to 
the success of Froebel’s darling idea in St. 
Louls, according to the statements of those 
who are in a position to know. 

Another, and probably the most insur- 

ag peer bey obstruction, has been the legal 
imitation of e, which prevents the School 
Board from ucating any children who are 
less than 6 years old.

report of a meeting of the directors and 
ante ot the kindergartens, in which Mr. J 
son’s report and the condition of the kinder- 
gartens furnished the subject of an address 
which was little short of sensational, and it 
now prints Mr. Judson’s report on the subject 
in order that the provocation for the discus- 
sion which has been brought about may be 
more generally understood. 

MR. JUDSON'’S REPORT, 

In the beginning of his report Mr. Judson 
recalis attention to the fact that the method of 
electing the board has been changed, and says 
that the last election afforded the citizens 
an opportuni to decide what the pol- 
ic of the incoming board should be. 
After stating so clearly how possible it is for 
the voters to dictate the policy of the board, 
Mr. Judson gives a statement of the expenses 
and receipts and shows a balance of only 
$10,322.97 on July 1, 1888, although the demand 
for school room is great and the prospects of 
a majority vote of the tax-payers’’ to in- 
crease the amount of the tax is slim. 

Then, after writing of the retrenchment 
found necessary, and of many departments 
of school work, he takes up the district 
schools and makes apparent his dissatisfac- 
tion with the present course of training. In 
order that Mr. Judson's ideas pertaining to 
kindergarten work may be thoroughly un- 
derstood, it is necessary that what he says of 
the district schools should be reprinted in 
connection with his reporton kindergartens 
for, taking his view of the case, the effect o 
the one upon the other is direct and mate- 
rial to the question. Of these he says: 


In the district schools Mes the main work of the 
board, to which all other features of the school sys- 
tem are subordinate * * * Under the State Con- 
stitution, as construed by the Supreme Court, the 
board cannot expend the public money in providing 
an education to 9g | below the age of 6or over the 
age of 20; indeed, lu the case referred to, the board 
was in effect directly enjoined from so educating 
children under 6 years of age. ‘The board has adapted 
its rules to this decision, and nominally children 
under 6 years of age are not admitted, but practi- 
cally, so far as the kindergartens are concerned, the 
prohibition seems to be a dead letter. 
The district school course covers in theory eight 
years, and including the kindergarten course of one 
year, which is established in about half the schools 
ae nearly all the larger schools), nine years. 

he High School course (not including the Normal 
course) being four years, there isa total nominal 
course of thirteen years. The average child, there- 
tore, for whom alone the board can legisiate, enter- 
ing the kindergarten at 6, and the first grade primary 
at 7, finishes the district school course at 15 years, 
and the High +chool course at 19 years. A table 16 
herewith submitted, showing the average number 
belonging during the last school year to each school 
year of the High and district school course, a separ- 
ate statement being made of the number in the 
kindergarten and the first grade proper:

‘this table deserves careful study. It appears that 
barely one-sixth of the children pass beyond the 
fourth grade of the district schools. A number of 
the remaining five-sixths would be found in private 
schools here and elsewhere, but by far the greater 
part are forced, by hard conditions, to leave school 
and commence the work of life while yet children. 
They will de found, boys and giris, from 11 years 
old and upwards, in the numerous industries of the 
city. The signitieance of this is emphasized by the 
fact developed by the investigation of the course of 
study last winter, that the work in some of the lower 
7 ades is too much for maay of the children, if not 

or the average child, to accomplish in the time pro- 
vided. 

Then comes the part of the report which 
refers to kindergartens in particular, and this 
is what the friends of Froebel call ‘‘Mr. Jud- 
son's attack: 


In connection with this shortness of the school life 
of the great majority of the school children should be 
noted the anomalous relation of the kindergarten sys- 
tem thereto. Until the board was by law prohibited 
from receiving children under 6 years of age the great 
merit of the kindergarten system lay in its rendering 
practicable an extension of the school life below that 
age. New, however, as the board is not permitted to 
receive children under 6 years ofage, the time spent 
in the kindergarten, if the law is obeyed, necessarily 
shortens the time which the children of this class can 
spend in the regular school course. 

Under the regulations of the boardin schools hav- 
ing kindergartens achild is not admitted to the first 
grade primary until 7 years of age, and between 6 
and 7 a child is admitted only to a half-day session at 
the kindergarten. In schools not bavinga kinder- 
garten children are admitted to primary instruction 
a half day at the age of d years, if there are vacan- 
cies after the children of 7 years are accommodated. 
The obvious aimof these regulations, which were 
adopted by tne board after the decision of tiie Su- 
—— Court, is to keep children in the kindergarten 

y excluding them from the regular primary in- 
struction until7 years of age. 

Where the school life is shortened dy necessity, it 
is natural that parents should desire their children to 
enter the regular primary grade as soon as ssible, 
and itis dificult to see upon what theory the board 
can justify the excluding them therefrom, after they 
have reached the age of 6 years. 

Notwithstanding this exclusion of children from 
the regular primary grade until 7 years of age in 
schools having kindergartens, the average number 
writer to the kindergartens has decreased from 
4.811 in 1882-3 to 3,839 in 1887-8, while the amount 
expended for salaries has increased from $36.135.55 
in the former year to $43,899.10 (not including 
5 expended for kindergarten supervision) 
nthe latter year. During the past year kinder- 
gartens have been 
two additional schools, and if they are 
to be retained as a ermanent feature in 
the school system, it is difficult to see upon what 
principle a kindergarten can be denied to any 
school. All the people have equal rights in their 
public schools, and no —— can be justified which 
Krants exceptionai privileges of any kind to any part 
ofthe community. But two colored schools out of 
thirteen have kindergartens, and if any preference is 
to be shown it would seem that it should be granted 
to the most — — and dependent class in the com- 
muuity. But this extension of the kindergarten sys- 
tem to the remaining schools of the city would nec- 
essarily involvea largely increased expense, which 
is estimated, on the is of the appropriations for 
the present year, ata total of at least $75,000. The 
individual indergarten teachers are paid little 
enough, yet the system is necessarily an expensive 
one when compared with all day instruction in the 
primary schools. 

That the rule of the board and the law of the State

This showing, in connection with the men- 
tion Mr. Judson makes in his report of the in- 
creased expenditures on kindergartens, the 
cost of which amounted in 1887-88 to $43,899.10, 
not including $2,850.40, the expense of super- 
vision, at once suggests where and how tbe 
board will probably make the next move 
towards retrenchment. It will no doubt be 
the abolition of the kindergartens and even 
the friends of the system, except the very san- 
guine, look for the matter to be settied within 
afew months by a vote of the School Board, 
to discontinue the kindergartens after the 
close of this present scholastic year. 

A KINDERGARTEN BILL. 

President Judson of the School Board will 
appoint a committee on legislation before the 
meeting of next General Assembly at Jefferson 
City for the purpose of urging upon the 
Legislature the passage of bilis 
affecting the interes of the schools, 
which will probably be held ander the super- 
vision ofthe board. One of these measures 
it is believed, will relate to kindergartens and 
will provide for a reduction im the age at 
which children mney be admitted as pupils. 
Under the 3 aw only children over 6 

‘ears ot age are eligible. Some of the mem- 
bere wish to reduce this to 5 years and also to 
consolidate the kindergartens and primary 
departments by entirely abolishing the age 
distinction. The provisions of the bill have

Itis elaborately framed, and the 

great yellow splotch by which Her Majesty 

affixes her seal attracts attention to it the mo- 
ment one enters the room, 

The home to which Mr. Chamberiain is 
bringing his Yankee bride, ‘‘Highbury,’’ is 
too new to be beautiful from an English point 
of view, though it is situated in one of the 
loveliest spots of the altogether lovely Mid- 
lands. Buta famous landscape gardener has 
been at work upon it withthe dainty tricks of 
his art, and when the place is a little mellowed 
by age it will be a charming home. Chamber- 
lain’s chief pride about the estate is a mag- 
nificent yew tree, historic in Birmingham, and 
which is said to be mentioned in the Domes- 


day Book. 

During the past three years, and particularly 
since his return from America in the spring, 
Mr. Chamberlain has devoted a good deal of 
time and money in beautifying Highbury. The 
house is considered a model of English gothic 
in terra cotta and red brick. The rooms in it 
surround a central hall, Moorish fashion, 
making a galleried inclosure large envugh for 
500 people to stand in comfortably. The pretty 
panel decorations and antique furniture in 
this hail are the particular pride of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s accomplished daughter, who is only 
a year or two younger than his new American 


wife. The library—where the champion of 
disgruntled Liberals receives political pl 
grims to the Mecca of the remnant of a great 
— ay a plain, comfortable apartment, 
earing ample evidence of the industry of Mr. 
Chamberlain and his son Austin. 
FINE ART GALLERY AND CONSERVATORY. 

The drawing-room is the purely @msthetic 
feature of the house, though all the other 
apartments are more or less in harmony with 
it. The ceiling is made of deep-stained satin- 
wood panes set off with walnut. The walis 
are covered with a flowered silk material and 
the furniture is made of ebony, iniaid with 
ivory. The pictures include an excellent ex- 
ample of Collier’s ‘‘ Arundel Castle,“ a couple 
of Cox’s best water-colors, ‘*Venice,’’ by Fred 
Walker, and one of Prout’s finest studies in 
architecture, The Zwinger Palace, Dresden.“ 

Mr. Chamberlain’s conservatories are fam 
ous in England and are mainiy devoted to bis 
pet orchids. The hot-house covers nearly an 
acre of ground. Mr. Chamberiain's love for 
orchids amounts almost to a passion. He does 
not confine his collection to the bigher- priced 
varieties, for the reason that they are not al- 
ways the most beautiful, and it is his fancy 
that, singular and supremely pretty as the 
plants in flower may be, they ought to be 
shown in a setting of ferns and mosses and not 
be made to show their leafless and naked 
charms in isolated pots. An exception is made 
in the case of those abnormal sorts which 
will grow on a piece of bare wood. These are 
suspended from the roofs of the orchid houses 
and present an almost uncanny appear- 
ance. A curious story is told of the acci- 
dental discovery of a new plant which came 
about in connection with the Highbury orchid 
culture. It grew up from aseed which was 
imported among the loose soil in which a cer- 
tain batch of orchids had been packed, and its 
development was so Singular that at last the 
gardener transplanted it to the large conserv- 
atory, where, with plenty of soil and moist- 
ure, it grew amazingly. After three years it 
flowered. Its leaves are four feet long by two 
feet broad, and it has a crimson flower similar 
in shape to that of an arum lily. Experts were 
called in to christen it, and, finding it to be of 
an unknown sort, they named it Anthurium- 
Cham beriaimi.

EW YORE, Decem- 

N ber 1.—As Mr. Blaine 
stepped quickly out 
of the Twenty-third 
street door of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel 
yesterday a stout, 
dark-haired young 
man, whose eye was 
keenly alive to the 
identity of the white- 
haired statesman, 
stopped a moment to 
look after him and 
then walked alertly 
on his way along the 
great shopping thor- 
oughfare. This 


stout, dark-haired young man has got to be 
quite a figure in the literary and business 
world since Mr. Blaine knew him. He used to 
be a great friend of Howard Owen, Blaine’s 
private secretary, upin Maine, where he, the 
literary and business celebrity of to-day, was 
a telegraph operator as recently as 1882. The 
ambitious young telegrapher thought he 
would like to come to New York and start a 
literary weekly. He formed the brilliant plan 
of advertising his forthcoming journal by 
getting Mr. Blaine to write for it. Through 
his friend, the private secretary, he ap- 
proached the mogul of Augusta to this effect. 
„No, answered Mr. Blaine. I will not aid 
and sbet your ruin. If you go to start that 
paper the New York sharks will eat you up in 
no time.’’ But the ambitious telegrapher came 
anyway. Atfirsthe got a place as editor of 
the Golden Argosy. That paper failed. Then 
he bonght it in 1883, put his own ideas into its 
management, changed its name to the Argosy 
and gradually built it up to be a property pay- 
ing him a handsome fortune yearly. His 
name is Frank A. Munsey. He is about 5 feet 
10% inches high, 30 years old and weighs 170 
pounds. 
AN EPITOME OF THEATRICALS. 

Thomas J. McKee, while he is rarely seen in 
the company of actors or actresses, and is 
anything but an habitue of the resorts of 
‘*professional people“ as they are called (as 
if there were only one profession) is canceded 
to be the best autbority in New York on the 
history, literature and annals of the American 
stage. Mr. McKee isalawyer, aman of fine 
professional attainments and achievements 
and in active practice. His theatrical ‘‘col- 
lection’’ is the fad of his leisure hours. At 
hie home on West Twenty-fourth street Mr. 
McKee has playbilis, portraits, biographies. 
costumes, sketches, librettos, and properties 
enought to fill the bank building 
at the corner of the Bowery and 
Broome street, where his office is, were 


they displayed with proper regard for their 
value. He is medium-sized and rather 
portly, with clear, brown eyes, pleasingly 
rounded face and closely-clipped grayish- 
brown hair and mustache. Mr. McKee doesn’t 
look much over 40 years of age, yet be knows 
the exact site, the opening and closing dates, 
the stars that trod the boards and the 
characteristics of every theater New York has 
known, from the very first up till to-day. He 
has the standard works on the stage, ex- 
tended by his own hand to treble their original 
size,and enriched by the inlaying of hun- 
dreds of rare and cost y prints. 
GOOD MAN TO KNOW. 

Mr. McKee would be a good man for the 
new players’ club to cuitivate couldjthey get 
hoid of him. What Mr. Booth gives the club, 
with what Mr. McKee might give it, wouid 
make it atat bound take rank for properties 
among the first institutions of ite kind in the 
world. But the theatrical collector is some- 
times even more successful than Mr. McKee 
in pegs his treasures secret from the 
world.

THE LAKE MARINE. 


A Comprehensive Review of an Encourag- 
ing Situation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcnH. 

CLEVELAND, O., December 1.—The Plain- 
dealer of to-morrow will present an extensive 
review of the season of lake navigation just 
closed, together with reports of shipbuilders 
all over the lakes, showing the amount of new 
tonnage to be built during the winter. The 
list of lost boats presents the names of forty- 
eight unfortunate crafts that have passed out 
of existence. They were capable of carrying 
17,760 gross tons and valued at $439,400. 
In 1887, seventy boats, valued at 
$777, 700 and capable of carrying 
84,400 gross tons, were lost. The lives lost in 
times of shipwreck during 1887 numbered 116, 
while this year only 16 were lost under similar 
circumstances, The losses have been largely 
curtailed by the class of boats that have met 
with fatal accidents, being, as a rule, small 
and of the lower grade.

ANESE MECHANICS. 


A Cooper in Japan Has Twelve Fingers—The 
Carpenter’s Method of Working— Sawing 
Lumber and Building Houses—House- 
keeping on a Four Dollar Outlay—Japsa- 
nese Stores and Japanese Book- Keepers.

After ten minutes of pounding he 

laid down his tools and took asmoke. and dur- 

ing the hour thatI sat near him he smoked 

four times. The Japanese pipe only holds 

a pinch of tobacco and he could do this 

cheaply, but the time consumed was at least 

twenty minutes. This perpetual siesta is one 

of the features of Japanese labor. I am told 

by old American residents that a Japanese 

workman will not do one-third as much in a 

day as an American workman, and in every 

case they seem to do their work in the hardest 
of ways. 

The methods of labor in Japan are the direct 


ram rope. There are, I was told at the 
2 des in the skeleton, and 2,000 
men had been at work for months in making 


it. 

At the back of this building I saw two men 
clothed in six inches of cloth about the waists 
pumping water by pressing down a treadle 
with their feet. The labor was very hard, and 
they have been at it continuously every day 
since I have been in Tokio. They probably 
receive less than 25 cents of our money per 
day for it. In the United States the work 
would be done by 92 but Japan knows lit - 
tle of steam as yet, outside of the Government 
factories and the railroads, and human 
muscle is a cheaper fuel than wood or coul.

JAPANESE LANTERN MAKERS. 


Professor Georgeson, a bright American who 
is employed by the government to teach the 
Japanese agricuiture, has just returned from 
a visit to the silk regions of the interior, and 
he tells me that the motive power of running 
the reels of many a factory consists of two 
men who walk around in a circle like a horse 
in atannery ora thrashing machine pusbing 
two poles, which, by a series of cogs, run the 
works in the room below. These men, said 
he, received 10 cents a day for their work, and 
the silk reelers, who were girisskilied at the

for instance, pull their planes the other way, 
and when they use the drawing knife they 
push it from them instead of pulling it 
towards them. They do most of their work 
sitting, and they do all the work on the pull 
stroke instead of the push stroke and they 
stand the board, as a rule, at an angie 
of forty-fiVe degrees against something 
rather than lay it on a saw-horse or 
bench as we do. They do their marking not 
with chalk, but witha reel and an inked 
string when they wish to saw in a straight 
line, and the whole of the work of turning the 
rough logs intothe finestof cabinet work is 
done by hand. There are no planing mills in 
Japan, andthe saw mills can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. The usual method of 
sawing logs into boards isto stand the log at 
an angle against a support and tosaw it by 
hand. The saw used is not the powerful 
cross-cut saw of America, but a wide, short 
Japanese instrument, which has a handle 
about two feet long and which looks 
like a buteher’s cleaver filed into a 
saw. The human saw mill stands on 
top of the log or under it and pulls away for 
ten hours a day for about 80 cents. 
Skilled carpentérs in cities get about 40 
American cents a day and the best men in the 
business do not get over 45. Still, you will 
find no better workmen in the worid than 
here. Their work is done with the use of 
very few nails, and they have to be cabinet- 
makers as well as carpenters. Every Japanese 
house has walls which must move in grooves 
in and out every day, and the ordinary home 
isasfinely put together as a bureau. The 
joining of everything is by dovetailing, and 
the Japanese could teach our American work- 
men much in the polishing. and joining of fine 
woods. 

Speaking of house-building, the Japanese 
begin their work atthe top. The roof goes on 
first and then they begin to build the walls 
and to construct the interior. One of the 
greatest curiosities to me in Tokio is a new 
hotel, which is being built. Itisto be on the 
foreign style and is to have four stories. It 
will be the greatest hotel in Japan, and will 


now than it has ever been in Japan, and Dr. 
Simmons, one of the best authorities on the 
Japan of the past and one of the first Ameri- 
cans to come to this country, teils me be can 
remember when farm laborers received only 2 
centsacay. They now receive, says Prof. 
Georgeson, 10 cents a day, and on this I am 
told they can live very comfortatPly. This 10 
cents, however, represents the hardest of 
work. Farming in Japan is done by hand 
and every grain of rice represents a strained 
muscie and a smell from vile fertilizer, 
which would give an American the germs 


New York is to the United States, are about as 
follows in American money: 

Carpeoters get from to 4 cents a day. 
Cart men, who manage and help the pullers 
and pushers of carts loaded with heavy mer- 
chandise along the streets of the city, get 
from 26 to 36 cents a day, and the men under 
them who act as the dray-horses of Japan 
and work just as hard as our horses, get from 
8 to 9 cente a day. Wood carvers are very 
fine workmen here. They receive from 35 
to 53 cents a day. Paper-hangers get 
from 23 to 45 cents and stone-cutters 
receive from 4 to & cents. Black- 
smiths are paid from 28 to 88 cents a day, mat 
layers, corresponding to our carpet layers, 
get 38 cents a day, and painters do well if they 
receive from 19 to 26 cents a day. The wages 
of gardeners range from 19 to 38 cents, and 
those of ordinary day laborers from 15 to 23 
cents. No European nor American country 
can compete with such wages, and the laborer 
here who works at them, while he does not 
have the comforts of the laborer of the United 
States, is happy and really better off than 
some of the laborers of Europe. There is no 
herding together of many families in one room 
on account of poverty, and nearly eve 
houshold rents its own cottage orhouse. This 
house often consists of but one room. In 
the rent is about 40 cents in 
American money a month, and a Tokio 
zuide-book, which Iles before me, states 
that the average monthly expenses for food 
is about $2.25 for each person, and that the 
necessary Outlay for the clothing is about 
$3.75 a year. 

This book gives an estimate as tothe cost 
of a laboring man of Japan starting house- 
keeping, and it puts the total at $5.14 in 
Japanese money, which would equal less 
than % American. The list of necessities re- 
quired is so interesting and gives such a good 
idea of Japanese housekeeping that I copy it 
verbatim.

in business of their own. ut this means an

their shoes while in the store. 

I was told of some clerks In one of the large 
book stores here who got from $15 to O a 
month and this was mentioned as an extraor- 
dinary thing. The average clerk gets two 
days of vacation inayear andis entitled to 
two suits of clothes and his board. I chatted 
with a bookseller through my interpreter. 
His store was a hole inthe wall with a great 
overhanging roof shading it from the sun. 
The hole bad a floor about twelve feet square 
and this was covered first with straw mats 
three feet by six in size, and upon these was 
laid a stock of Japanese literature of 

descriptions. There were shelves 
about the wall and these were 
also piled high with books. They were laid 
flat and were not stood on end as our books. 
None of the books had leather backs and the 
pages of each of them were printed on but 
one side of the paper. This comes from the 
use of the rice paper, which is so thin thatit 
will not bear two impressions. They looked 
more like magazines than books, and the av- 
erage size of the Japanese book is about that 
oft Harper’s er orof the Century Magazine. 
The bookseller tightened the girdle of his 
dress as I asked to see his books and he showed 
me what looked like a ledger and day-book. 
I noted that these books, as the Japanese 
printed books, began atthe back and ran to 
the front page, instead of the reverse as our 
books do. e told me he kept an account of 
ll sales and that he did very little business on 
credit. I bonght a book of him and he 
wrapped it up in an — 7 sheet, just as 
ovr merchantsdo, and Iam told thatthe Jap- 
anese are fast learning advertising. 

The next store tothis was that of a lantern- 
maker, and indeed the stores seem to be 
jumbled together without regard to order. 
A carpenter shop is next toa shoe store, 
and a bath- house bumps up against a hard- 
ware store. This lantern shop was 
making the lanterns which are now largely 
used at lawn fetes in America and which form 
the tights for Japan at night. Every one 
carries one of these paper lanterns here when 
he goes about at hight, and the evening you 
read this letter you may be surethat at least 
five million of them are moving here and there 
throughout the streets and roads of Japan. 
The jinriksha men have them tied to the 
shafts of their carriages; the pedestrians have 
them attached to sticks, and in front of each 
stere and house one hangs. At dinner parties 
they fill the trees of the gardens with bright 
colored lights, and they are exported by the 
millions yearty. 

I spent some time in going through the 
wholesale stores of Tokio. The Japanese are 
good packers, and they put up their g 
shipment in a different way from ours.

An Old Cavalryman’s Pointers to an Inex- 
perienced Rider.

The flour trade has maintained its extremely 
quiet position, the demand showing no im- 
provement whatever.

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Belteves Moderate Smoking Is Not 


SuRDAY Post-DIsPATCH. |] 
HAVE been asked to 
day something in this 
paper in regard to the 
smoking of tobacco by 
means of pipes, cigars 
and cigarettes. In my 
opinion, the moderate 
use of tobacco by an 
adult person is not in- 
jurtous, no matter in 
what form it-is used. 
The question as to what is moderation ie one 
relative to which no positive rules can be laid 
down. Probably three cigars a cay, one after 
Sach meal, or their equivalent, might be m- 
-@ulged in with impunity, and perhaps even 
With benefit by most persons of mature age. 
‘Bat for children the smallest quantity is cer- 
‘tainly harmful. In fact, nobody who has pot 
reached manhood should smoke at all. The 
nervous system of young people is sure to be 
impeired if this precept be disregarded. 

As to cigarette smoking, properly practiced 
and with due regard to moderation, and pro- 
vided also that pure tobacco be used, I cannot 
see how it is more injurious than cigars or 
pipes. But no speedier method for rendering 
existence painful is more efficacious than to 
swoke cigarettes and to inbale the fumes into 
the lungs. By this practiceavery large ab- 
sorbing surface is exposed to the action of the 
nicotine and other poisonous products which 
are evolved when tobacco is burned. As & 
consequence, the system is more thoroughly 
subjected to their influence and disease more 
certainly produced. The action of the brain is 
impaired thereby, the ability tothink and, in 
fact, all mental concentration are weakened, 
Neuralgia, especially about the face, throat 
diseases, nasal catarrh, serious affections of 
the eyes, dyspepsia, and, above all, interrup- 
tion in the normal action of the heart are 

AMONG THE CONSEQUENCES 
resulting from the inordinate use of tobacco, 
and especially from the inhalation of cigar- 
ettesmgke. This is not mere theory, for I 
have seen many cases of all these disorders in 
the course of my practice asa physician, and 
have known them to be directly traceable to 
the cause mentioned. Laws for the repres- 
sion of cigarette smoking by young persons 
are difficult, if not Impossible, of enforce- 
ment. It can be prevented only through the 
proper education of parents and guardians 
and the children themselves. Investigation 
shows that the cigarettes sold in this country 
are, as a rule, vilely adulterated, and with 
substances even more injurious than to- 
bacco, Something might be done, perhaps, 
by the passage of laws preventing the manu- 
facture or sale of cigarettes. Surely if 
the law can interfere to stop the production 
of oleomargarine on the ground of its being 
prejudicial to the health of the public, it 
might properly be invoked on the same plea 
for the prevention of the manufacture of 
cigarettes. Some States do not allow alcobol 
im any torm to be prodaced or sold within 
their limits, and yet I am inclined to believe 
that more injury can be inflicted on the human 
race by the excessive use of tobacco by young 
persons than by immoderate liquor-drinking. 
The latter would probably kill more quickly 
and before the subject would have an 
opportunity of  procreating the species, 
but the former would not only 
destroy the health and eventually the lutte

MONUMENT TO JOHN M’CULLOUGH, 


A Beautiful and Costly Memorial of the 
Dead Tragedian. 

A bronze bust of Tragedian John McCul- 
lough was unvelled last Wednesday with im- 
posing ceremony on the pretty hillside over- 
looking the Elks’ Rest, in Mount Moriah 
Cemetery, at Philadelphia. 6 The bust is a life- 
like picture of McCullough as Virginius, 
the tragedian’s favorite character. It is of 
heroic size, and is what is called a silver 
bronze. The bust standsin a chapel canopy, 


which is supported by four beautiful pillars, 
upon which sculptured ivy vines climb. The 
urn onthe apex of the canopy is thirty-six 
feet from the ground and the superstructure 
ae well as the base is of Quincy granite.

named Tobias lived. Tebias was a holy, 
fervent and philanthropic man, and his whole 
nature was moved by the awful suffering he 
saw about him on every side. Powerful men 
and soldiers stood paralyzed at sight of the 
terrible inroads the deadly fever was making 
upon the people, unable to lift a finger to stay 
its course. 

Tobias felt that if nothing could be done to 
prevent the disease it would be folly, if not 
sin, to stand idly by and see his fellows perish 
without what consolation a friendly or a help- 


ing hand could give. He, therefore, went 
about and gathered together a number of bis 
friends—men,who like himself were fred with 
a holy zeal anda love of their fellow men— 
and inthe year 1300, when the pest! ence was 
at ite heigbt. he founded asociety based on 
purely altruistic nee for the relief of 
the suffers from the b ague.

tinct from it. Its propagation was -formerly 
supposed to be by contagion, but it is now re- 
garded asdue to importation by ships or on 
the person and communicable by atmospheric 
infection.

St. Louis being at that time the market for 
Jersey, Madison, Macoupin, Bond and St. 
Clair Counties, great quantities of produce, 
cattle and hogs found their way to Venice for 
transfer, Oattle-pens, grocery and general 
merchandise stores and saloons in great num- 
bers were started, and gamblers finding a rich 
geld among the farmers returning with money 
from the sale of their produce, collected there 
inewarme. Already the new town had begun 
that battle with the Mississippi which even 
to-day has not ended. The river was en- 
croaching rapidly, and the horrified citizens 
beheld their homes, one by one, dropping in 
to the arms of the Father of Waters. Then 
came the never-to-be-forgotten year of 1851. 
Great quantities of snow had fallen in the 
mountains. The spring was late. The water 
rose higher and higher, filling the low lands. 
It entered the houses and ali was excitement. 
Fenees were carried away; the bridge was 
moved from its place; one frantic man leaped 


upon it and all vanished together in theifiood. 
Night covered all,and when the sun rose 
again the little town was gone. 

Little discouraged by the disaster, the town 
was rebuilt upon the main land and opposite 
its old site.

IN THE POLITICAL FIELD. 


A comparison of the showings of 1884 and 
1888 presents some ſnteresting political facts. 
The official returns of Missouri tor the last 
election show a total vote of 521,336, divided 
as follows: Cleveland, 261,054; Harrison, 
296,253 ; Streeter, 18,589; Fisk, 4,540; plurality, 
25,701; majority, 2,572. The total vote for 
Governor was 618,392, Francis’ plurality be- 
ing 18,238. The total presidential vote in 1884 
was 441,070, divided as follows: Cleveland, 
295,988; Biaine, 202,929; K. John, P., 2,153; 
Cleveland’s plurality, 38,069; majority, 30,906. 
The total vote for Auditor and Treasurer ex 
ceeded the total vote for President. The 
Democratic increase over 1884 was 25,966, the 
Republican, 38,324 and the Prohibition 2,387, 
making the Democratic percentage of increase 
11.00 and the Republican 16.40. According to 
the calculation of the politician, the Union 
Labor and Republican fusion in this elty and 
in other parte of the State contributed about 
10,000 votes to the Republican increase. The 
Union Labor vote is calculated on as being 
four-fifths Democratic.

PERSONNEL OP THE INMATES. 

Of the members at the Home but 730 are 
married or have living wives or minor child- 
ren. To the credit of those who are married 
it can be sald that where they receive a pen- 
sion the bulk of it is sent to their families. 
There are exceptional cases, however, and 
now and then a case will be discovered that 
calls for an investigation, the Home officials 
believing that ifa man is cared for thus he 
should contribute whatever is in his power to 
the comfort of his wife or children. A case in 
question is that of Chas. H. Rink, who wes ad- 
mitted to the Home from Muscatine, Io. He 
was of the most miserly nn refused 
to send money to s family and 
made himself generally obnoxious. To cap 
the chmax, he received $628 in a 
lump as back pay. During this time bis wife 
had written Gov. Smith, * him to pre- 
vail upon her husband to send her money, as 


% she and her family were in absolute want. To 


verify her statement a letter was sent to Mus- 
catine asking the authorities to inguire into 
Mrs. Rink’s condition, and an auswer was re- 
tarned * that she was a deserving 
woman, with four children, the eldest being a 
cripple, and that for several years prior to 
Rink’s admission to the Heme she had sup- 
posted him tn addition to the family. An or- 

erly was sent for Rink and the matter was 
stated to him, Gov. Smith saying that it was 
as little as he could do to forward at least 
one-half of his money to his suffering wife. 
This he agreed to do, but when asked to 
give the Treasurer of the Home the 
authority to send that amount, he refused 
and said he would 18 it all and would leave 
the Home. He was informed that it he did so 
a dighonorabie discharge awaited him. He 
still refused, the charges were preferred 
— him and he was dishonorably dis- 
charged and can never be admitted to another 
home without a vote of the Board of Man- 
agers previously obtained.

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HINTS FOR EMERGENCY CASES. 


Something That Should Find a Piace on Every 
Railroad and in Large Factories. 


From the Mail and Express. 

„That is an ‘emergency ease, said a 
well-known railroad, man to a reporter this 
morning, ‘‘and it should find a place on every 
train that leaves this or any other city.’’ The 
emergency case is a little box about the size 
of a pbysician’s prescription case and 
contains bandages of different widths, 


each in a neat roll, some absorbent 
eotton, twine, soft rags and sticking plaster. 
A piece of oiled silk is provided for applying 
to a burn. The air is unable to penetrate the 
silk, in consequence of which the pain to the 
safferer is lessened. Tnere should be added 
to the case a bottle of linseed of) and lime 
water mized about half and half. This m- 
ture applied plentifully to a burn, when cov- 
ered with the oiled silk, will stop the pain 
entirely, even if the flesh be badiy cooked. 

A pair of artery forceps are placed in the 
case, also a pair of scissors, silk for taking up 
arteries, silken wire for sewing up cuts and 
curved needles for the same. o these may 
be added a plain rubber band, some three 
feet long and one inch wide. One end of the 
band is fitted with a small chain and the 
other end with a hook. 

In case of an artery being severed this rub- 
ber band, which is simply an improved 
tourniquet, may be wound tightly around the 
injured member above the cut, and the bieed- 
ing promptly stopped.

simple lessons sbould also be given, whieh 
should enable one person to pateb up 
another’s injuries at least well enough to 
keep them alive until better attendance could 
be procured.

The Size of New York and the Pepulstien 
in Other States at That Time. 


From the New York Times. 

This little volume has recently been issued in 
fac simile by the company which has perpetu- 
ated the work so early begun by Mr. David 
Franks, and besides the Directory itself has 
been added an‘ ‘appendix consisting of annals 
of New York City for 178, compiled from 
newspapers of the day. The Directory for 
1786 is prefaced by a lengthy general descrip- 
tion of the New York of that day, written by 
so distinguished a gentieman as Noah Web- 
ster.

The 
manner of holding is, however, of very great 
consequence, as what is seen in this is fre- 

uently used as a measure of character. In 
this is ite great importance. The gentleman 
approaches the lady, offering his left hand— 
one who is au fait will at the same time 
make a slight inclination or half bow. The 
lady places her right hand in that of the 
gentleman, who then extends his right arm 
in a direct line to the side, the forearm bent 
80 as to form an acute angie. In this angle 
the lady will piace herself, with the center 
line of the person opposite the line of the 
gentieman’s right side, both ersons on 
Parallel lines, not au angle. In this 
position each will be looking over the other’s 
right shoulder, and the lady turning her 
head slightly to the left the effect of the group 
will be greasy imavanet. 

The right hand of the gentleman should 
rest very gently upon the lady’s back, as near 
the waist as possible, so as not to remove the 
upward pressure of the elbow directly under 
the lady’s shoulder, as this is the lady’s sup- 

ort, and must be held with sure, but gentle 

rmness. The hand on the back should rest 
very lightly, and on every possible occasion 
should be slightly raised, so thatthe air may 
pass betwéen, as in some cases the close 
contact induces perspiration, and may 
leave its mark upon the lady’s dress. 
Both persons should be slightly bent forward, 
from the hips upward, so that the shoulders 


distance increasing downward; this leaves 
both parties free in their limbs, so that any 
contact of ge or knees may be avoided, 
and should be so avoided as a most serious 
mistake. The gentieman’s left hand, holding 
the lady’s rigbt, should be extended down- 
ward in a line with the body, the hands three 
or four inches distant from the person, the 
arms forming a gentle curve from the shoul- 
ders downward. 

Those who waltz well move together in per- 
fect accord, neither the one nor the other 
conscious of any control. Usually the lady 
follows every movement of the gentleman, 
but if necessity requires it the gentleman 
may follow the lady, one changing, the other 
following, scarcely knowing what they are 
doing, for during this time an animated con- 
versation is frequently maintained. These, 
however, have passed the anxious state in 
which many persons find themselves who 
have not fully mastered the difficulties of self 
movement and made waltzing a memory ot 
the muscles. There is oo theory for this. It 
is all practice.

We fear that men who flirt do not prefer the 
oldest women, and therefore the woman who, 
past her youth, would essay to simulate an 
emotion must remember the fable of the ox, 
who strove to gambol as the gazelle. 

A power to gee lite calmly and to see it 
Whole; to bear ali the temptations of van- 
ity, andthe greater temptations of negiect; 
to bear flattery coolly, and to accept pa- 
tiently, the wrongs of suspicion or dis- 
trust; to see, know and endure

The whole municipal patronage will be at the 


disposal of the winners of the April stakes. 
The officers elected in April will have 
contro! of patronage amounting to very nearly 
Under the scheme and 
charter the Mayor is given the power to nom- 


inate heads of departments subject to the con- 


firmation of the Council. Under the practice 


that has obtained on this authority not only 


heads but tails of departments have for many 
years had to look to the municipal executive 
for official preservation. The complications 
of the administration of Mayor Wm. L. Ewing 
show what trouble may be expected if the 
majority in the Council and the Mayor are of 
different political faiths. The Mayor’s right 
to fill offices is limited by charter provisions 
intended to protect the city’s inter- 
ests by prohibiting those sudden 
changes of officers and employes 
in answer to party demands. If the spirit of 
the charter were carried out no change could 
be made by a Mayor for two years after his in- 
auguration. It was intended that this pro- 
vision should extend to clerks and laborers in 
the departments, but on the success of the 
party the workers become so clamorous that 
the work of changing the list of city clerks 
and laborers begins at once, the heads of de- 
partments usually being willing to sacrifice 
subordinates to prolong their own official 
lives. Ex-Street Commissioner John W. Tur- 
ner was one of the string exceptions to this 
rule. He insisted on retaining the men he 
found competent notwithstanding party ne- 
cessities, and when he was forced at 
one time to remove a Republican inspec- 
tor ne extended the reasons to five 
other offices and made six vacancies at one 
fell swoop. After a municipal campaign the 
Mayor finds his political obligations so nu- 
merous that he is compelled to take the ap- 
pointments into his own hands.

the people.
